of secret investigation, the federal 
radio commission has placed on pro- 
bation 31 broadcasting" stations who 
face possible revocation of their li- 
censes for failure to adhere strictly 
to the terms of the radio laws. 


Bombarding these stations with 


blanket charges of infractions of 
both technical and legal provisions of 
the law, the commission has issued to 
them temporally licenses which ex- 
pire Oct. 31. But before then these 
stations must 
stand hearing, at 


which they will be required to show 
cause why their licenses should not 
be revoked. 


"Wobbling," or excessive and per- 


sistent deviation from assigned fre- 
quencies, which causes heterodyne 
interference. Is the leading cause of 
complaint. But one of the stations, 
KTKT, at Muscatine, la., which uses 
5,000 watts power, it is understood, 
is charged with failure to operate 
in the public interest by virtue of 
its sponsorship of alleged 
cancer 


cures over the station. 


The case is quite similar to that 


involving station KFKB, at Milford, 
Kans., over 
which Dr. John R. 


Brinkley advocated glandular oper- 
ations for physical rejuvenation. The 
latter case now is in the courts after 
the commission hadt-denied the sta- 
tion renewal of its license. 


INVOLVED BEFORE 


Station KTXT has been in hot 


water with the commission before. 
So has station WBVD, of Xew York 
City, operated by the Debs Memorial 
Radio Fund, Inc., and station WODA 
of Paterson, N. J., both of which al- 
so have been cited under the proba- 
tionary order. 


The general reasons for the Issu- 


ance of the temporary licenses are 
frequency deviation, operation of 
stations -with excessive power, oper- 
ating without a license, operating 
•without a licensed operator, failure 
to announce phonograph records as 
such, failure to announce call let- 
ters and location every fifteen min- 
utes, and failure to operate in the 
"public interest." 


The commission's action follows 


intensive investigation made by fed-

throughout the country. The actual 
charges against the individual sta- 
tions officially are not divulged, but 
they will be brought out when the 
formal hearings are held in the fall.

During the month of March the 


largest foreign cigaret manufactur- 
ing concern in China reported that 
sales reached the highest figure in 
istory. Apparently the Chinese prefer 
to have their. "smokes'" even If they 
must cut down on necessities. 


Coolies who support a family oa 


only a few cents a day manage to 
buy cigarets. For their convenience 
cigarets of the very cheapest quality 
are made -which sell at prices rang- 
ing from five for a cent to two and 
three cents for a package of 12. 


In Shanghai hundreds of small to- 


bacco shops boast of large daily 
turnovers simply by selling cigarets 
two and three at a time. The coolie 
must have his smoke along with his 
bowl of rice, considering that there 
are 50,000,000 of his- class in China 
the daily turnover would be enorm- 
ous if each bought one cigaret a. day. 


Cigaret smoking has become na- 


tional In China during the past 20 
years. Foreign tobacco concerns send 
their men into the remotest parts of 
the country where few white men 
have ever penetrated and find an in- 
creasing market for their wares. And 
they seldom fall victim, to kidnap- 
pers or bandits, for bandits are us- 
ually friendly -with the 
men who 


bring them tobacco.

For the first time since he became 
president he displayed leadership that 
compelled respect and obedience. He 
showed himself capable of the greatest 
initiative and firmness in meeting this 
issue. Mr. Hoover was sold completely 
on the treaty. He supported it with all

treaty, and the other was its almost 
unanimous approval: by the people of- 
the United States. There was onhr one 
-.^ ^ 
course to pursue in that situation, 
and that was to insist upon immediate 
ratification. It was a bold step in view 
"of the general party 
discontent it 


caused, the weariness of the senate, 
-weakened prestige of the White house 
and the desperate efforts that were be- 
ing made by the big navy crowd to 
force- delay. 


Undoubtedly the treaty incident has 


enhanced Mr. Hoov*"-"*- r?ntif3tion. He 
has shown that he knows how to 
handle men and to assume leadership. 
If he had done this from the beginning 
he would have made himself invincible, 
industrial depression or no industrial 
depression. Presidents get in bad with 
the people when they compromise their 
position with politicians in the hope of 
getting things done the easiest way. 
•The people do not like to see temporiz- 
ing in the White house. 
They like to 


see strength and initiative. President 
Hoover's victory in the treat}- fight 
was of course not a party achievement. 
He received quite as much support if 
not more from the Democrats than 
from the Republicans. It was a person- 
al rather than a political accomplish- 
ment.

Italy although conscious of her peril 
realizes that it is one against which 
few if any precautions can be taken. It 
is a blind chance with fate. The quake 
which has just occurred/is one of the 
"most severe of tile modern era. 
Had 


the subterranean settlement been a 
little greater the whole city of Naples 
might have been destroyed. 
As it is 


there are thousands of casualties and 
great property loss. It is an occasion 
for state and international relief. Again 
the Red Cross demonstrates its value 
and human brotherhood its realitv. 


NOT SO EASY THIS TIME 


The Progressive campaign for the 
governorship is not going to have 
as easy sailing as it had two years 
ago when it tried to put Congress- 
man Beck over. 
At that time it 


assumed the offensive and it was 
aa offensive in more ways 
than 


one. 
The rival candidate, Walter 


J. Kohler, was subjected to the most 
bitter personal attacks and denuncia- 
tion. This year it will not be able to do 
all of the mud slinging nor carry a 
holier-than-thou attitude to extremes. 
It has some explaining, some house- 
cleaning, of its own to do. 


There is, for instance, the unreport- 


ed and as yet unexplained contribution 
of at least S5,000 by a Xew York law- 
yer-lobbyist to the Progressive cam- 
paign fund of 1928, made and accepted 
in disregard of the primary election 
law. To our mind that was a more 
sinister occurrence than the total 
amount spent by the Republican state 
committee in the presidential and 
gubernatorial elections of that year. 
All of the money expended by the lat- 
ter organization was reported and was 
used honestly. No charge of corruption 
has been or will be made. Moreover, it 
was a much smaller sum than was 
spent in most of the other important 
states of the Union. 


The attempts to attack Gov. Kohler 


on this subject, particularly after his 
vindication and acquittal by jury trial, 
are demagogic to say the least. Cong. 
John C. Shaffer of Milwaukee has 
opened a campaign against the La- 
Follette slate which indicates that fire 
will be fought with fire. His dissection 
of the La Follette family platform in a 
Milwaukee speech, in which he refers 
to its authors as "a gang of political 
trimmers and opportunists/' indicates 
that it is to be a red-hot primary. A 
few militant speeches like this and the 
Blaine-Evjue-La Follette coterie will 
be on the defensive. 


CAN THEY MAKE IT FLY? 


WANT CLEAN GOVERNMENT 
The voters of Detroit on a. petition 


for recall have voted out of office May- 
or Charles Bowles. It is said to be the 
first time the executive of a large mu- 
nicipality has been removed, from office 
by this means. 
Bowles was elected 


mayor as a reform candidate, pledged 
to clean up vice and crime in Detroit. 
Strange to say, he was voted out on 
the charge that he was in league with 
both. Whatever the truth as to his per- 
sonal conduct may be, the fact is that 
lawlessness and racketeering have 
made enormous progress in that citv 
during the last year. Xo less than 10 
spectacular murders have been com- 
mitted in the last three weeks and 
hardly was the adverse vote to Mayor 
Bowles annouftced than a radio an- 
nouncer who had been working against 
him in the campaign was assassinated 
in a downtown hotel. 


The conclusion from the election is 


that a majority of the people of De- 
troit want good government and favor 
law and order. This is the second time 
they have indicated such a desire with- 
in a year. Whether the political com- 
mentator of the radio station was slain 
as a reprisal by the supporters of May- 
or Bowles or was an act of revenge bv 
-gangsters is of only local importance. 
The crime cannot be disassociated 
from the lawlessness that exists in De- 
troit. It is a manifestation of the pow- 
er of the underworld and its offensive 
defiance of constituted authority. Gov. 
Green has taken a hand in the 
affair 


and has promised an honest endeavor 
to clean up on the gangsters. 


Detroit has become a mecca for the 


criminal class since prohibition, with 
-its facilities for beer and liquor running 
and the marketing of both spurious and 
Canadian booze. Conditions there have 
been rapidly approaching those in 
Chicago. The popular fight against 
crime iias only just commenced. The 
recall of Mayor Bowles requires the 
holding of another municipal election, 
the results of which will necessarily 
determine future policies. 
Sooner or 


later there is a collision in every city 
and community between the forces of 
decent government and those of vice 
and crime.JThe issue exists already in 
practically everv city of the land.

NOT SO GOOD WHEN YOU 


KNOW GERMS 


One of the most prevalent notions 


of people who are informed or half 
informed in matters of physiology 
and hygiene—and that means almost 
everybody—is that if your illness or 
indisposition is due to germs 
the 


first indication in the way of pre- 
vention or treatment is to kill the 
germs. This would be a very com- 
forting thing to do if we knew how 
to ao it. "When you come to know 
a little about germs and their -ways 
you eoon discover that it is not so 
easy to kill 'em after they've estab- 
lished themselves somewhere in your 
body. If 
by some extraordinary 


chance you pursue the study of 
physiology and hygiene beyond the 
-Umits-jo? "commercial 
propaganda 
there -win come a period of despon- 
dency -when you begin to compre- 
hend how grievously they .have mis- 
led and exploited you. I still feel 
a twinge of this despondency every 
time anyone asks what I think 
about spraying this or gargling -with 
that to prevent flu or cure a bad 
cold, and the feeling of sadness that 
comes over roe cramps my effort to 
be sympathetic and patient with the 
querist. 


First, if you use a real antiseptic 


(which means something that re- 
tards or diminishes ths^ growth and 
multiplication of germs) or even a 
germicide 
(something that- 
kills 


germs) as a remedy for coryza, sore

have you, you must comprehend 
that if it can discourage the growth 
or destroy germs it will probably 
discourage the grovrth or destroy 
tissue cells which have been unable 
to resist, the invasion of those same res*f the 
germs.

Answer—The light should come 


from a source above, behind and 
slightly at the side of your head. As 
you work the source of light should 
be behind your plane of vision. Dif- 
fuse sunlight (never direct sunlight) 
is best. For artificial light, electric 
lamps of 50 -watts with frosted or 
opal globes are most satisfactory, as 
a rule. 
The lighting should be 


bright enough but not so bright as 
to be glaring. If a lamp necessarily 
comes within your field of vision, 
see that it is covered with a shade 
to exclude the glare from your eyes 
without interfering with illumina- 
tion of the -work. This last point is 
perhaps the most commonly neglect- 
ed one.

Southern India- 
na. southern Illinois and southeast-

rainfall.

are at a critical stage, according to 
information made available at the 
bureau of agr'cultural economics of 
the department of agriculture, with

STATIONS REPORT 


At Least Half of Licensees 


Making Profits in Coun- 
try 
.

Washington —(CPA)— The radio 


broadcasting business may now be 
said to be "oat of the red." Bat 
the federal radio commission Is de- 
termined to find out its exact posi- 
tion and to keep fully posted as to 
.the earnings and financial position 
of each company in the 
future. 


Questionaires have just been sent 
out which will elicit this information. 
~ Heretofore the information fur- 
nished the commission has been of 
a. voluntary character, bnt the ans- 
wers now are compulsory. The po- 
sition of each company -win be de- 
manded at least once a year and 
perhaps every quarter. 


The commission is determined to 


see that all broadcasting- licensees 
are in a. position to maintain ser- 
vice "in the interest of the public." 
It is to keep the status of the broad- 
casting business distinct from other 
activities that broadcasting subsid- 
iaries are being formed by many 
newspapers and mercantile houses 
that operate stations. 


MANY 3IAKIXG PROFITS 


Voluntary 
information reaching 


the commission shows clearly 1hat 
more than half the holders of broad- 
casting licenses, except amateur op- 
erators, are making profits. There 
are over 600 stations operating, 
about half have given information 
and of this number 50 per cent or 
more are making profits. There has 
been a distinct gain in the last year 
o\>ins to the popularity of certain 
orograms and features and the in- 
crease in time sold to advertisers. 


The average ton time sold now 


amounts to between 35 and 40 per 
cent of the broadcasting time, while 
station programs and the time used 
to promote good will for the broad- 
caster's own business'amounts to a 
little more than 50 per cent. Chain 
•orosram time occupies from 10 to 12 
per cent. 


Although the cost of operating sta- 


tions is high, being wefl over $250,000 
a year for 50,000 watt stations, there 
ars far more requests for permis- 
sion to enter the field than can be 
granted. The information now be- 
ing sought by tha radio commission, 
it is believed, wfll give that body 
something definite on which to base 
decisions as to renewals and new li- 
censes. 
One of the two largest broadcast- 


ing organizations, it is asserted by 
radio experts, does not make money 
from its broadcasting and does not 
-wish to do so. All above expenses is 
plowed back into the business in an 
effort to increase good win and'im- 
prove programs. Since the company 
is a subsidiary of a corporation 
-which receives a royalty from the 
manufacture of the larger percent- 
age of all receiving sets, its object 
in encouraging receiver Interest is 
plain.

NO PUBLIC BELLS 


Five of the 20 public bills dealt 


with different phases of prohibition 
and prohibition enforcement and 
none ever came out of committee.

content. Another provides for repeal 
of the Volstead Act and enactment 
of a law giving to each state control 
over intoxicating liquors.
